SUCCESSFUL NAZI DRIVE INTO 
NORTHERN RUSSIA VITAL BLOW; 


SYRIAN SITUATION IMPORTANT

By DeWITT MACKENZIE. 
Hitler's forces in invasion in Rus- 


sia—ever probing: the attenuated 
Stalin line in an effort to find a 
weak spot in that great barrier— 
have suddenly renewed 
their as- 


saults against the northern front 
toward Leningrad and claim prog- 
ress, although the Bolshevists as- 
sert they are holding. 


Should 
the Nazis succeed 
in 


reaching this goal they would have 
achieved a victory of Incalculable 
Importance. They would have (1) 
virtually severed the Russian con- 
nection with the Baltic Sea: (2) 
secured a vital port and railhead 
for themselves on the Baltic, and 
(S) effected a turning movement 
against' tho northern end of the 
Stalin line somewhat similar to 
that which caused the fall of the 
famous Maglnot line in Franco. 


However, so far as the latest 
reports go, there would appear to 
have been little change in that 
swaying, bloody line, where mil- 
ions of men are locked In strug- 
le and scores of thousand* art 


dying. Meanwhile we have a loos 
spectacular, but still major devel- 
opment in Syria, where the French 
have asked the British for armis- 
tice terms which London expects 
to be accepted. 


The allied requirements for ces- 


sation of the combined Brltloh and 
Free French drive Into Syria pre- 
sumably are such that If they are 
agreed to they will give Britain 
control of this strategic territory 
which Nazidom has tried to secure 
and would give much to possesses. 
This would represent a triumph 
for the allied cause. 


This French mandate country is 
the pivot upon which turn vast 
political and military Isues. The 
full force of the success may not 
register itself Immediately, but it 
is likely to have a great influence 
on the outcome of the war. One 
Imagines that 
the allies 
might 


have 
encountered heavy 
opposi- 


tion from the Nazis, had the Russo- 
German war not Intervened.

Additional Army 


Appropriations 
To Be Requested 


WASHINGTON, 
July 10.—(/P)— 


President Roosevelt 
asked con- 
gress today for an appropriation 
of $4,770,065,588 for the war de- 
partment 
"for the 
further 


strengthening of the national de- 
fense." 


The new 
army 
appropriation 


will be mostly for laying in huge 
stocks of ordnance and ammuni- 
tion, and also will provide for 
the 
purchase 
of 
considerable 
equipment of various types, it 
was said. The request was said to 
be for a straight cash appropri- 
ation in this instance. 


The sources indicated that the 


cost of the $15,000,000,000 requests 
now planned by the President 
would be delayed for a short 
while. These include about $V 
000,000,000 for lend-lease, a large 
amount for shipbuilding by tha 
maritime commission, and a few 
hundred million for the navy. 


The other requests were under- 
stood to be primarily for contract 
authorizations rather than 
cash 
appropriations, 
especially 
the 


lend-lease fund. 


The original $7,000,000,000 lend- 
lease appropriation Is largely com- 
mitted 
already, but the actual 
cash is not scheduled for dis- 
bursement until at least the ei'd 
o fthls fiscal year. The new au- 
thorization will be sought, 
offi- 


cials explained, In order to make 
advance plans and contracts for 
the time when the first 
lend- 
lease 
appropriation 
actually 
is 
used up.

fighting," and claimed destruction 
of 110 Soviet warplanes.

ed heavily at a second division. 


The blow at the second division,

was called a serious defeat for 
the Germans. It took place near 
Borisov on the 
Berezina 
river 
and the road from Minsk to Mos- 
cow.

of

ped. 


Tho Russians apparently wore 


hitting hardest on the vital 50- 
mile Berezina river central front 
from Lcpel to Borisov, guarding 
the road to Moscow. 


"During battles In the Lepel di- 


rection our troops destroyed a 
Gorman motorized division, up to 
40 runs, and a largo quantity of 
transport 
and 
specialized ma- 
chines," a war bulletin reported. 
It added: 
"In the Borisov direction our

$50,000. He said present plans call 
for the operation of a small plant 
in Corslcana to handle milk pro- 
duction but that the company will 
enlarge the plant and equipment 
if necessary to take care of any 
Increases In production.

MOB LAW IN ANCIENT CITY 


HAS ITS MODERN PARALLELS* 


Labor Unions Stirred Up Riot Against Chris- 


tian Preacher Who Was Bad for Business— 
Dramatic Scene in Old Ephesus — A Trav- 
eller's Memories. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Most persons have never seen a 


real riot; 
but nobody who has 


watched the progress of one will 
ever forget it. 
As a newspaper 


man, I have vivid memories of 
riots In Philadelphia's Kensington, 
in 
Montreal, 
In Egypt 
and In 


China. 
One of the most thrilling 


reports of a great riot is the core 
of the present Sunday School Les- 
son. 


Outwardly, this tumult 
in old 


Ephesus was an affair of religion, 
always the most serious form of 
public outburst, as illustrated by 
the frequent Moslem-Hindu riots 
reported from India. Actually, it 
was a carefully planned and stag- 
ed labor 
union 
demonstration. 
First of all, let us get the back- 
ground. 


Religion Makes A Stir. 


After 
his 
second adventurous 


missionary journey, which carried 
him into Europe, Paul returned to 
Jerusalem, having resisted entreat- 
ies to abide in Ephesus. When he 
had reported to the Mother Church, 
he again set out to traverse his old 
route. This time, when he reached 
the great and thriving city of 
Ephesus, in what is now Turkey, 
he decided to remain there for a 
time. For three months he follow- 
ed his usual procedure of speaking 
In the synagogue; there naturally 
being a large community of Jews 
in this notable commercial center. 


When opposition got too great, 


he opened up daily meetings in tho 
school of Tyrannus, where persons 
of all races

word of the Lord, both Jews and 
Greeks." 


Evidently, Paul's was "sensa- 


tional" preaching. 
It reached the 


big crowd, and made common talk. 
Also it was accompanied by mir- 
acles of healing. Spectacular con- 
versions were so numerous that 
converts who had practiced magi- 
cal arts brought their books Into 
the public square and made a bon- 
fire of them, at a sacrifice of fifty 
thousand pieces of silver. Paul's 


dramatically changing 


lives, and affecting the thought of 
the entire region. Ominous to evil 
was this fundamental alteration in 
public thinking. Outward results 
of Inward change were everywhere 
manifest. 
Old Ephesus was wit- 


nessing a city-wide awakening of 
religious consciousness. 


Setting The Mob A-Roar. 
Real religion Is never good, for 


bad business. One of the thriving 
trades of Ephesus was the manu- ] 
facture of silver images of the fa-! 
mous goddess, Diana, whose temple 
was one of the seven wonders of 
the ancient world. A master silver- 
smith, named Demetrius, watched 
with concern the decline of his bus- 
iness, as the 
effects 
of Paul's 


preaching steadily spread. 


So he called together the whole 


labor union, or guild, of silver- 
smiths, together with their affiliat- 
ed workers. Some 
were skilled 


craftsmen; some were husky labor- 
ers, who marketed their brawn. 
With a demagogue's skill, Demet- 
rius incited the selfish passions of 
the crowd he had collected. Their 
very livelihood was in danger, he 
warned. And, seeking a good rea- 
son for a bad action, he stressed 
the growing Irreverence 
toward 


Diana, the goddess. He cloaked a 
sordid concern for profits beneath 
a seeming solicitude for tho old 
religion. 


How Blots Rise. 


There was plenty of tinder for 


the spark of Demetrius. There al- 
ways is material for the demagogue 
to work upon—simple-minded per- 
sons whose emotions are more 
powerful than th'elr 
intelligence. 


That prodigous scholar who recent- 
ly died, Sir James Fraser, author 
of "The Golden Bough," pointed 
out ominously, "the permanent ex- 
istence of a solid layer of savagery 
beneath the surface of society,., 
We move on a thin crust which | 
may at any moment be rent by the Look up an(j not down; 
subterranean forces slumbering be-! Look forward and not back: 
low," Milton had the same Idea: 
| Look out and not In; 


i And lend a hand. 


upon the cunning speech of a skill- 
ful agitator, was akin to most riots 
since. Soon the mob of silver work- 
ers, increased by the city's irre- 
sponsible riff-raff, was fathered In 
the great theatre (which is still 
standing, In a remarkable state of 
preservation), and clamoring 
for 


the blood of the Christian mission- 
aries. 
For two solid hours they 


rent the air with throaty cries of, 
"Great is Diana 
of the Ephes- 


ians "—though what they really 
meant was, "We want jobs and 
money." How parallel to modern 
instances was this noisy solicitude, 
for a temple, cloaking concern for 
trade. 


A Man Who Kept. Ills Head. 
Paul's 
friends 
restrained 
him 


from fronting the 
mob, as his 


heroic heart bade him do. His co- 
worker, Alexander, tried to reason 
with the crowd, but he was drown- 
ed out by the babel of noise. As 
Luke records, "The 
more 
part 


knew not wherefore 
they were 


come 
together." 
Mob-madness, 


which overturns reason and a sense 
of responsibility from their thrones, 
had possession of that screaming 
multitude. 


Then appeared one man who had 


kept his head, the town clerk of 
Ephesus. Thank God, there 
are 


usually such in every community. 
And it should be a present concern 
of 
every good citizen, in 
these 


critical times, to prepare himself 
to stand steady 
when his com- 


munity is rocking. This town clerk 
was not thinking of votes, or of 
his own safety; but of the real hon 
or of Ephesus and of the sanctity 
of law. So he spoke fearless and 
forth-right 
words of warning to 


the multitude, quieting and sober- 
Ing them. He pointed a finger of 
indictment at Demetrius and the 
silversmiths. His words finally dis- 
persed the crowd. 


Even by this ominous incident

When I last visited Eph 
esus I made a special search foi 
the site of the Temple of Diana 
and found it only because a smys 
na friend remembered where exca 
rations had been conducted on It:

Less Cotton Now 


In Cultivation 
Than A Year Ago 


WASHINGTON, July 
8.—(IP)— 


This year's cotton crop may be 
one'of the smallest in twenty years, 
production authorities said today 
in commenting on an agriculture 
department report that the 1941 
harvest 
acreage 
might 
be the 


smallest since 1895. 


Some yields average as high as 


the 252.5 pounds an acre produced 
last year, production would be 
about 11,666,000 bales, the smallest 
since 1935. Should yields equal the 
1929-38 ten-year average of 198.1 
pounds an acre, the crop would bo 
about 9,153,000 bales, or the small- 
est since 1921. 
Cotton In cultivation in the Unit- 


ed States on July 1 was estimat- 
ed today by the department of 
aftriculture to be 23,519,000 acres. 
That is 5.4 por cent less than in 
cultivation a year ago, and 28.6 pel- 
cent less than the 10-year (1930- 
39) average area in cultivation on 
July 1. 
Should abandonment from na- 


tural causes this year equal the 10-- 
year average abandonment, which 
was 1.9 per cent, an acreage of 
23,102,000 would be indicated for 
harvest, the department said. 


Cotton in cultivation a year ago 


wua 24,871,4.11 acres, of which 23,- 
861,000 acres were picked, yielding 
252.5 pounds of lint cotton to the 
acre and a total production of 12.- 
500,000 bales of 500 pounds gross 
woiRht. 
Two years HK° cotton In 


cultivation totaled 24,683,000 acres 
of which 23,805,000 acres were pick- 
ed, yielding 237.0 pounds to 
the 


acre and a total production of 11,- 
817,000 bales. 


A forecast by the agriculture de- 


partment of cotton production for 
this year Is prohibited by law un- 
til after the August canvass.
